AGAINST THE TRUSTS. 


Another trust has run up against the 


law and got tho worat of the encounter. 
In the United States circuit court at 
San Francisco tho government recently 
made application for a restraining order 
against the coal combine on the ground 
that it was Interfering with trade and 
commerce by unlawfully combining to 
uphold prices, and on Thursday Judge 
Morrow decided that the combine came 
wit'-iiti prohibitions of tho Ian- and 
granted a preliminary Injunction. As B 
matter of course the trust still has the 
right of appeal, but tho case against it ia 
so plain that there is little if any prob- 
ability of a reversal of tbe decision 
should it avail itneli of the right. 


The decision is an important ono, not 


only in the check which it puts upon an 
arrogant combination, but as a prece- 
dent that goes to establish tho ellicienoy 
of existing law in dealing with trusts 
conducted contrary to the spirit and 
purpoao of tho law. It is an encourag- 
ing achievement, both in its direct re- 
ault and as an evidence of the adminls- 
tialioa'a purpose to take a ridical de- 
parture from tiio course of its prodecoe- 
flor, under which tho trusts were given 
full and uninterrupted sway
